Praise for the Sparrow 


Much Maligned Bird Is Prominent 
Amongst Insect Destroyers 
When the harbinger of spring, the 
robin, incurs the wrath of the farmer 
for its incursions into the orchard or 
the strawberry patch, the despised 
Hnglish sparrow will have difficulty in 
edging into his good graces, This 
maligned bird, however, has’a friend 
at court, and its virtues are recited in 
an official report of the biological sur- 
vey of the department of agriculture. 
The report explains that studies of 
birds as insect destroyers and of ver- 
min and parasite’™pests, extending 
through a century of observation, 
show that many so-called bird pests 
are active aids to the farmer as in- 

sect destroyers. 

The survey proves that the sparrow 
is one of the prominent birds which 
feed upon the seventeen-year locust; 
asparagus beetle, locust lead miner, 
caterpillar, canker, army and drop 
worms, and that the quail, usually a 
seed eater, also feeds on the locust 
the olive scale. W. L. McAtee, of 
the United States biological survey, 
cites cases where flocks of birds have 
destroyed insect plagues and their 
eggs and larvae so completely that 
such species never have returned to 
the localities where they were causing 
much damage. Ordinarily, of course, 
the birds are not sufficiently numer- 
ous to cope with widespread insect in- 
vasions.—St. Thomas Times-Journal. 


Meaning of Conservation 


How to Make the Best Use of Our 
Natural Resources 

Curious how many people entirely 
misunderstand the meaning of con- 
servation. We overheard someone, 
not long ago, talking glibly of the 
need of conserving our forests, and 
it became evident that his idea was 
that someone should prevent the lum- 
bermen from cutting down the trees. 
Conservation means use; intelligent 
use as distinguished from wasteful 
use. Canada has been endowed by 
nature with incalculable natural re- 
sources, but it is mere folly to brag 
of those resources, to pat ourselves 
on the back as thought their posses: 
sion were in some way a merit of 
our own, unless we are prepared to 
get to work and put them to the best 
possible use. Our waterpowers 
might as well be in Greenland unless 
we are determined to develop them, 
and to develop them intelligently. Our 
timber resources are inexhaustible 
if we practice conservation in their 
use, and that does not mean _ letting 
them alone, but cutting scientifically 
and adopting a policy of reforesta- 
tion. Our enormous coal resources 
are capable of adding immensely to 
the national wealth, and making us in- 
dependent of outside sources of sup- 
ply, if we put our experts to the prob- 
lem of how to make them economical- 
ly accessible to the country as a 
whole.—Ottawa Journal

Among new fruits that have been 
found recently is the flejoa, a South 
American fruit which is being grown 
in California. It possesses the re- 
freshing taste of the pineapple and 
the sweetness of the strawberry. The 
jujue is a new frult which has been 
cultivated In Northern China, It was 
first kuow some years ago and is 
now being grown in California and 
Texas, It is usually eaten In candied 
form, and is preferred by many peo- 
ple to the date, which is resembles.

From Drowning | 

The thrilling story of ‘Thomas 
Gray's herolsm in attempting to save 
a drowning prisoner of Peterhead Jail 
has had a sequel In keeping with his 
courage-—he has won his own freedom 
from prison, Gray, a convict in 
Peterhead Jail,, under life sentence | 
for the murder of a Glasgow woman, 
had served fifteen years of his seén- 
tence when the incident in question 
occurred, 

About a month ago Thomas Gray, 
Alfred Coates and other Peterhead 
prisoners were engaged loading 
stones beside a water-logged quarry 
hole at Stirlinghill when Coates 
leaped into the hole, which contained 
fifty-five feet of water, Coates had} 
been sentenced to ten years of penal 
servitude, and was mentally defective 
and his sentence evidently was pr 
ing on his mind. Gray at once threw 
off his coat, plunged in after Coates, 
gripped the drowning man, and made 
heroic efforts to him, Those 
peering down into the hole were wit- 
nesses of a desperate fight, in which 
the issue was life or death. So vio- 
lent were the sfruggles of Coates that

The Fertilizers Act 


Legislation to Ensure the Sale of} 


Genuine Fertilizers 


An {mportant piece of legislation de- | 


signed to ensure the sale of genuine 
fertilizers, and to prevent deception, 
was passed at the recent session of 
the Dominion Parliament. This Act, 
which is under the administration of 
the Seed Branch of the Dominion De 
partment of Agriculture, requires that 
a statement of the brand name of the 
fertilizer and of the minimum percent 
age of each of its plant food consti- 


tag or label attached to, or printed 
directly on every containing bag or 
package, The trade must in no way 
seek to deceive the public as to the 
merits or character of a fertilizer. 
With the exception of basic slag and 
natural rock phosphate, no material 
can be sold as a fertilizer that does 
not contain twelve per cent, at least | 
of nitrogen, phosphoric acid or potash, | 
No fertilizer may contain any poison 
ous substance injurious to plant lite. 
Unless treated by a chemical or phy-| 
sical process, the following’ can be| 
sold as exempt from the Act, provid-| 
ed the seller does not guarantee them 
to contain a percentage of nilrogen, 
phosphoric acid or potash, namely, 
barnyard or stable manure, slaughter 
house paunch manure, fish garbage, , 


cannery, sugar beet or tobacco refuse, | 
stockyard manure, gardeners’ com- 
post, and other green vegetable man 
ure or refuse, Any inspector of the 
Dominion Seed Branch can be applied 
to for examination of a sample of a 
Suspected fertilizer,

decided in 1798 to create a regiment | 
mounted on dromedaries to consist of 
two squadrons of four companies) 
each. The soldiers were to be select- 
ed from the infantry, to wear distinc 
tive uniforms, und to be armed with 

the weapons of the infantry, plus a! 


very long lance. ‘The soldiers were 
to be mounted on dromedaries of 
superior speed and endurance, The 


dromedaries seem to have been easy 


in accustoming them to the drum and | 
bugle. 

This corps reached a strength of} 
about 600 men and appears to have| 
been a valuable military force, The 
usual day's march was about 72 
miles, and one case is cited of 500 
miles in eight days. : 

The dromedary corps remained in| 
existence about two and a half years. 


Completing the thrilling and at 
times hair-raising pathfinding run 
from Edmonton to Vancouver, the en- 
lire distance through Canadian terri- 
tory, the Edmonton Automobile pilots, 
C. W. Niemeyer and Frank Silver: 
thorn, who ended their journey at Vie- 
toria recently, gave a graphic account 
of the trip. 


They described their journey as one 
of inarvellous beauty and remarkably 
hard work, but they said that th “y 
had opened the pathway to Edmonton 
and that the expenditure of but com- 
paratively small amount of money 
would make it a permanent and pleas- 


ant trail for the tourist. They en- 
countered muskeg, burned bridges, 
rock slides, grizzly bears, vailroad 


trains, windstorms and furtous rains; 
but they came along with only three 
blow-outs and those caused by rail 
spikes, 

Leaving Edmonton on the evening 
of June 17th, the car proceeded west- 
ward with a heavy load. The car 
weighed 1,800 pounds, carried two to 
four men and i,600 pounds of baggage. 
The outfit consisted of picks and 
shovels, axes, hammers, four twelve- 
foot, ten-inch planks and several 
shorter piece; a complete set of tools 
and spare parts; two spare tires and 
a spare wheel; fifty gallons of gas and 
five gallons of oil. They made the 
entire run on forty-one gallons of gas 
and six quarts of oil, and came every 
foot of the way on their own wheels 
Via deserted railroad grade, active 
railways, tote roads and Yale road. 

From Edmonton they 
through the Yellowhead 
taking the ubandoned Grand ‘Trunk 
Rallway grade near the mountains 
and following it to Jasper. 

They picked up Baldy Bobb, a well-

; known mountain guide, who was with 


them throughout the trip. At Jasper 
they took to the steel railway and 
bumped the ties to Lucerne, resuming 
the abandoned grade one mile west 
of there and following it to Red Pass. 
They then took steel to Tete Jaune 
Cache and the old tote road thence to 
Alfreda, steel to Blue River and Avola, 
thence tote road to Lytton, steel and 
fote road to Hope and the Yale road 
to Vancouver, and then by Canadian 
Pacific ferry to Victoria. 

The pathfinders reached Victoria 
with blistered hands and sore muscles. 
They brushed and built miles of 
roads, constructed thirty-one bridges, 
some of which were good enough to 
be called permanent structures; they 
killed a fourteen-foot grizzly bear with 
a 303 rifle and took 200 pictures of the 
wild life of the trail, Rocky Mountain

It has been said that three-fourths or nine- 
tenths or some such big proportion—the exact fig- 
ures do not matter—of the business of the world is 
done on credit. If this was not true there would 
not be much business done for no currency system 
could be devised that would furnish enough money 
to meet the needs of commerce if every article sold 
had to be paid in actual cash. 

The greatest financiers need ‘credit. They 
keep thir resources employed and at times need 
ready cash, The same thing is true at times of 
men of smaller means, The credit system, as it 
is used sometimes, especially in the smaller com- 
munities, is abused and works a serious hardship 
upon the business men of the town. Some mer- 
chants, to avoid the loss that results from such a- 
bus@ of the system or possibly to enable them to 
sell goods at a lower price than their competitors, 
operate strictly on a cash basis, but the great ma- 
jority of merchants in every community give those 
customers who are responsible and honest the priv- 
ilege of a charge account and the chances are that 
some sort of a credit system, properly safeguarded, 
will always continue to be a feature of legitimate 
trade. 

ASK CATALOGUE HOUSE FOR CREDIT 

You who have a reputation in your communi- 
ty for being at least fairly responsible and upright 
know that when you desire it or need it you can 
obtain credit from at least some of the merchants 
in your town. But sometime when you are in 
need of some article of merchandise and are a little 
short-of ready money, order what you want from a

mail order house and ask them to please charge it 
till the first of the month. The experiment will 
be interesting, at least, and the answer that you 
will receive may cause you to give a little thought to 
the difference between trading with thh mail order 
house in some far off city and buying from the 
merchants in your own home town. 

Some mail order concerns are now operating 
a so-called credit system but it is not a credit 
system such as is maintained by most retail mer- 
chants. These mail order houses will sell certain 
medchandise on the installment plan, but they not 
only demand an intial cash payment, but repuire 
the purchaser to sign a contract which operates 
as a mortgage not only on the merchandise pur- 
chased, but upon any other property the customer 
may possess, There is nothing in this system that 
bears any similarity to the open credit system that is 
used by the majority of retail merchants. 

LIST IS‘ENDLESS 

There are a good many things the mail order 
man will not do The list would be too — 
long to crowd into one issue of a newspaper. He 
will not give you credit, however much you may 
need it, He will not buy the farmers’ produce. 
He will not pay a dollar of taxes to, help support 
your schools or build your roads, He will not con- 
tribute a cent to the support of your churches or 
your charitable institutions. He will not lend you 
a helping hand in time of trouble. 

The local merchants in a community will do 
everything for the people in that community that 
the mail order man will not do for them.

Fathers, under the old Roman law, 
had power of life or death over their 
children, The famous Twelve Tab- 
lets (449 B.C.) state: “The father 
shall, during his whole life, have nab- 
solute power over his legitimate chil- 
dren, He may imprison the son, 
scourge him or keep him working in 
the fields in fetters, or put him to 
death, even if the son held the high- 
est offices of state, and was celebrat- 
ed for his public services, He may 
also sell the son. But if the father 
sell the son a third time, the son shall 
be free from his father.”

The number of tree seediings and 
cuttings distributed free of charge

The Community Spirit 


A Good Roads Day at 
Saskatchewan 


It often happens that an undertak- 
ing, which seems dificult and slow of 
accomplishment when attempted by 
one person alone, can be effectually 
carried out by combined effort. The 
organizing of the individual members 
of the community as a unit for the 
promotion of whatever tends to the 
common welfare {is now generally 
recognized as the basis of human pro- 
gress and prosperity. Latent powers 
are called into action, initiative and 
resourcefulness aroused, and the en: 
thusiasm of the keenest rapidly 
spreads until the whole group is in- 
fected. Provided the members all 
continue to pull together, such quall- 
ties usually prove to be irresistible in 
bringing about tho desired result. 

The town of Wedena, having been 
built in a slough, had a perplexing 
road problem to solve. Thousands of 
dollars had been spent on roads, but 
its streets were still in pretty bad 
shape, taxes had about reached the 
limit and no more money was avail- 
able.’ Then the Mayor conceived the 
happy idea that this was a community 
problem and as yitally interesting to 
the farmers, who with heavy loads of 
grain were getting stuck in the muddy 
streets, as to the townspeople. Sey: 
eral meetings were held and it was de- 
cided to set a day apart as a public 
holiday and to see how much work 
could possibly be done on the streets 
in that one day. One man organized 
the farmers to such a good purpose 
that almost one hundred teams of 


Wadena, 


turned out. The ladies took charge 
of the refreshments and served two 


each time in the large hall, 

The day chosen was a beautiful one 
and the first teams got to work about 7 
a.m., the townspeuple being” a little 
later in getting down to business. 
From then until 6 p.m., the road to 
the gravel pit—about a mile out, and, 
as it happens, the property of the 
town—was one continuous stream of 
wagons, All the teamsters had to do 
was to drive. On arriving at tho 
gravel pit they found numerous towns: | 


men handling the unaccustomed 
shovel, and on their return to town, 
their loads were dumped by other 


townspeople, who spread them over 
the streets. Some teams hauled us 
many as eleven loads in the day, and, 
altogether, about seven hundred loads 
of gravel were spread on the Wadena 
streets. After an excellent supper 
most of the citizens retired to bed, 
and history is ominously sile® as to 
what they were fit for next day. 

In case any other town, similarly 
situated, may feel prompted by the} 
splendid community spirit displayed 
at Wadena to try some such plan as 
that outlined above, the following sug- 
gestions may be helpful: 

1, Do all the work in one big day. 

2. Get a real hustler to interest the 
farmers, 

3. Make the citizens work, otherwise | 
the scheme will be a miserable failure. 

4. Secure such co-operation from the 
ladies as was secured at Wadena.
